But I shall 
never forget the ruin that was everywhere, the 
abominable manner in which the fields had been 
laid waste, the sactilegious pillage of homes.

That trade mark will be enough to dishonor a 
nation for centuries. 

Some hundreds of meters from the village I 
noticed a woman lost in the immense beet fields. 
Apparently she was unharmed. I walked in her 
direction, thrusting aside with my legs corpses 
of men and horses, scaling the trenches, making 
a circuit around the craters made by shells. Sud- 
denly, what was my surprise at seeing two Ger- 
man soldiers, accompanied by a farmer, coming 
along a footpath. They stopped at six paces, 
gave me a military salute and pointed to the white 
brassard of the Red Cross they wore on ee 
arms. 

“Where do you come from?’ I asked. 
are you doing here?” 

“We come from that farm, where we have been 
for two days, caring for two of our wounded. 
We didn't see any French officer or soldier. We 
don’t know what to do. We want to go to the 
village down there” (they pointed out a hamlet 
two or three kilometers off), “where we left a 
doctor and 153 wounded.”

Obediently the two orderlies marched behind 
me to the village they had pointed out. It was 
situated on the national highway to Soissons. 
In this place where a hundred and fifty or two 
hundred Germans, quartered in four or five 
houses, under the guard of a company of Zouaves, 
who had just arrived a half-hour previously. The 
German Major, informed of: my arrival, stood in 
front of the main building. He wore gold-rimmed 
spectacles. His face was the type the Alsatian 
Hansi loves to show in his books. He spoke very 
good French and even pretended that he did not 
want to answer the questions I asked him in his 
own language. 

“Show me your wounded,” I ordered. 

He immediately conducted me everywhere, ex- 
plaining the nature of each wound. Some were 
suffering and groaning; others, seeing the uni- 
form of a French officer, tried to raise themselves 
up and salute.

“When they come to evacuate the wounded to

“I don’t know,” I replied, “but there, is one 
thing you can be sure of.

However, the commandant frowned § slightly, 
glanced over his notes and said, coldly: 

“I know who your General is. If you belong 
to such and such an army corps, the General in 
command must be Gen. von Bissing 

“Ich have nichts zu sagen.” (“I have nothing 
to say.’’) 

As a general thing, one of the staff had some- 
thing to say. The interpreter, the convoy officer 
or the station master would get a lot of fun out 
of reciting to the German passages from Von 
Bissing’s famous and ferocious proclamation or- 
dering that no quarter be given and that the 
troops should not encumber themselves with pris- 
oners. Then he would ask: 

“What would you say if we were to put such a 
principle into practice?” 

The explanation was simple and stereotyped. 
For the battered Cathedral of Rheims, for the 
total destruction of Clermont, for the systematic 
laying waste of Louvain, for the frightful com- 
pany of old men, women and children who were 
dragged into captivity, three words were the jus- 
tification—the three words of the German Major 
at Vincy: 

“Das ist Krieg.” (‘It is war.’’) 

For the blackened ruins of Senlis,’for that 
charming city of Louvain, razed to the ground 
in one night as completely as if the scourge of 
God had passed through. it; for Andenne, as- 
sassinated in cold blood with not one of its houses 
sg granted mercy by the assassins; for Tre- 
monde, where Gen. Sommerfeld, seated in a chair 
in the midst of the Grande Placc, gave the order 
that it be burned and replied to the entreaties of 
the Mayor: 

“No. Burn it to the ground!” 

Five other words sufficed to explain evéry- 
thing: 

“Civilians fired on our troops.” 

Not one village in flames, not one desecrated 
monument, not one organized killing, not one tor- 
tured city that does not fall under the one or the 
other of those justifications. “War is war,” or 
“Civilians fired on our troops.”

It was in the early days of September, 1917, that

| Our journey took us, fresh from the rain and( °® her knees, the victorious German march into 
mud and dreary plains of bloody Flanders, south- 


ward across France to the Mount Cenis Pass over 
into Italy. Once across the Alps, we found our- 
selves suddenly translated into a different world— 
a land of soft delight, a country of blue sunny 
'skies and red-tiled roofs and gray campaniles of 
| grape vines, of picturesque valleys and mountains 
glorified with ever-changing lights and shadows. 

We stopped for a few hours at Milan; while we 
were feasting our eyes once again on the delicate 
tracerywork of the famous cathedral roof, fairy- 
like in its beauty under the rising moon, we heard 
with a distinct shock the familiar droning whir 
of an approaching airplane. A few moments aft- 
erwards we were watching a large fighting mono- 
plane hovering directly over the cathedral. 

Next day, when we entered Venice, the touch 
of modern warfare within that ancient city 
seemed still more strange. Today no one is al- 
lowed to enter the city except under special mili- 
tary permit. Venice, the romantic, has given 
place to Venice, prepared for war. The great 
bronze horses of St. Mark’s captured and removed 
by Napoleon at the opening of the last century 
and brought back to Venice at the time of his 
downfall, have again left their ancient post 
| guarding the portals of St. Mark’s, and have been 
carried away to safer pastures. 


- 


St. Mark’s itself is half-hidden behind protect- 
ing bulwarks of sandbags and timbers; the saints 
within are swathed in padding and wrappings to 
prevent injury in case of an Austrian bomb 
smashing through the roof. The noble Colleoni is 
invisible behind the protecting wall of sandbags; 
it is covered with a pointed roof, so as to deflect 
falling Austrian bombs. Hardly a picture is to be 
seen in Venice; almost all have been removed and 
stored in safer places. Our visit to Venice was 
indeed not to see again the pictures and works of 
art which all the world has learned to love, but 
to observe the aerial defenses with which Venice 
has provided herself—her batteries of anti-air- 
craft guns, and her extensive system of signals 
and alarms covering the entire city. 

Partly perhaps because we are prone to think

partly because of the great distance which sepa- 
rates America from Italy, many of us in the 
Western world, particularly at the outbreak of the 
great war, failed to appreciate the difficulty of 
Italy’s situation and the signifiance of her con- 
tribution to the allied cause. 


In those first historic days of August, 1914, when 
all Germany seemed suddenly to have gone 
mad, as though bent on the destruction of civ- 
ilization, when the hopes and fears of everyone 
were centered upon Belgium and France and En- 
gland, Italy was facing a crisis of her own, of 
large importance to the fortunes of the allied 


Powers.

The story of the fourth year of the struggle is 
measured by two major events: The collapse of 
Russia and the coming of the United States. 
When the year opened we were, all of us, still 
hoping against hope that the Russian operations 
in Galicia might prove the first sign of a renais- 
sance of Russian republic that might repeat the

But before the campaign had come to an end 
Russia had ceased to be a military factor; trea- 
son and madness had done their work, and hence- 
forth the disintegration within was to be rapid; 
while German troops, released from the East, 
were to carry peril to the very edge of Paris and 
threaten Sir Douglas Haig’s mighty force with 
the fate which had been prescribed for the “con- 
temptible little army” of Field Marshal Sir John 
French in the opening days of the war. 

The world, particularly the allied world, was 
slow in perceiving what were to be the conse- 
quences of the Russian collapse. 

When the full German storm broke in March 
of the present year it took the allies by surprise 
and brought an unready coalition within measur- 
able distance of one of the great disasters of 
human history. But when the March blow had 
fallen and the extent of the danger was perceived, 
then the war became a race between America a@d 
Germany, a race Between our young troops, hur- 
ried across a submarine-infested ocean, and the 
last flower of German veterans thrown upon the 
allied lines in offensive after offensive, seeking 
a decision before America came.

As early as June of 1917, when Nivelle’s Aisne 
offensive failed, it became clear that unless 
America came to the rescue the war would be lost 
to our allies and Germany would win on the con- 
tinent something recalling Napoleon's success 
against Austria in 1805, Prussia in 1806 and 
against Russia in 1807.

When the campaign of 1917 was over the Ger- 
man could calculate and did calculate that he 
should, with hands free and resources concen- 
trated upon the western front, dispose of France 
and Britain before America was ready, and then 
to negotiate a favorable peace with the American 
foe. 

The story of the campaign of 1917, after Aug. 1, 
is briefly told. For our allies, it is a history re- 


plete with misfortune. In August and Septem- 


ber the brilliant but foredoomed Brusiloff offen- 
sive in Galicia faded into the shameful and inde- 
scribable flight of Russian troops from the field 
of victory into the darkness of demoralization 
and disintegration. There was a moment when it 
seemed as if Lemberg was again in danger, we 
read again names of towns and rivers, the scenes 
of victories by the Russians in 1914, but in a few 
brief hours the Russian offensive in Galicia suc- 
cumbed to internal disease of the Russian nation. 
After August Russia was gone. .. 

Meantime, in the West, the British offensive 
in Flanders pursued its unlucky road to com- 
plete failure. It had been the conception of 
Haig and Robertson, striking north from Ypres 
and out of the famous old salient, to break the 
German line, cut off the troops on the Belgian 
seacoast or compel their retreat, free Ostend and 
Zeebruegge, abolish the submarine bases on this 
coast and, pressing eastward, throw the Germans 
behind the Scheldt and compel their later retire- 
ment out of France from the Lys to the Meuse:

The British Defeat 


In this effort Plumer had made a brilliant be-

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The writer wishes to impress all with the 
idea that you can save only when you have 
something. Therefore, if you spend any- 
thing that you might by a little self-denial 
do without, then you will be able to invest 


it. Whatever you spend now, if saved un- 
til after the war, will purchase twice as 
much as during the war. Therefore, it be- 
hooves us to consider such things we can 
do without to cause the last discomfort to 
us, and invest the amount saved in thrift 
stamps or United States bonds, in order 
that you will be able to gain double or 


more on your investment. 

Suppose, for instance, you smoke five 
cigars a day. Reduce the number to two 
er three; or that you wear silk stockings; 
substitute cotton; or a $20 hat: reduce it 
to $10. There are a thousand ways in 
which economy can be practiced with little 
or no inconvenience. Do not suppose oth- 
ers will think you mean, sordid or stingy, 
as most of them will do likewise (or suffer 
the consequences) and thus help the Gov- 
ernment, at the same time. 

You may ask why buy U. S. bonds that 
bear such low rate of interest. Because 
the massesare absolutely safe in their pur- 
chase, and after the war they will advance 
roundly. Those who are better acquainted 
fn business ways may try other forms of 
investment, if they can afford to take the 
risk. If you invest $50 or $100, remember 
it will be worth double or treble in buying 
power after the war than now. At present 
we are suffering from immense inflation 
of our currency, causing great advances in 
eommodities, which will become greater 
wand greater as the war continues, and 
swhile nominally we are on a gold basis, if 
you tried to obtain a large amount of gold 
for currency it would not be easy to do so, 
as the banks are all hoarding it. This 
-great inflation is just as injurious in boost- 
ing prices of commodities and encouraging 
profiteering as was our ipse dixit cur- 


a 


-rency during the Civil War, or in many of 


the belligerent countries without gold to 
gecure their circulation. 
Let me give some experience during our 


“Civil War, all personal, or of my firm, but 


eimilar to our present economic conditions. 
A store which rented in 1860 for $7000 was 
leased in 1861 by the writer's firm at $2500, 
the year the rebellion broke out. But only 
a lease for one year. The next year $4000 
‘was paid, and the next, $7000. A private

‘was rented for $450, while on a long lease 


similar houses were rented at $150. Just

- when he sold it for $13,000, receiving cur- 


rency worth $1.35 for $1 gold, having a 
buying power of over double the currency 
paid for the house. This is what the masses 
will get when they sell the U. 8S. bonds 
‘bought at present through thrift, economy 
“and self-denial, besides in the meantime 
getting 4% per cent interest and a pre- 
mium on the bonds. 

“Prices of goods declined generally im- 
mnotiately after peace came. But soon 
after it was found the shelves throughout 
‘the country were bare, while the factories 
were unsuited for the existing conditions, 
and those who happened to have a good 
supply on hand gained many customers. 
‘Then a general decline took place. The 
‘game condition may occur when we have 
peace. At the beginning of the war it was 
customary to buy and sell most kinds of 
goods on six months’ time. Prices ad- 
vanced so rapidly that in many cases half 
the goods were sold to pay for the whole 
‘of them long before their notes became 


ue. 

In 1865 the writer purchased United 
States 7-per-cent gold bonds at par, pay- 
‘able in currency at $1.35 for $1 gold, sell- 
tng them a year or two later at a large 
premium. This experience, the writer 
‘thinks, is an indication of what we may 
find when the present war is over, show- 
ing the policy of saving every dime possi-

RECORDS OF CANDIDATES. 

In accordance with our long-established custom, 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch today submits the re 
cords of candidates in the party primaries for 
State and Congressional offices. Only candidates 
with opposition are included in this list. 

These statements concerning candidates in the 
primaries are for the guidance of party voters in 
selecting the men who will represent the party 
in the election. They are designed to aid the 
voters in selecting the best candidate and particu- 
larly in rejecting unfit candidates. They are nec- 
essarily brief. In the case of candidates who have 
no record of public service only available facts 
concerning their lives and works can be used. 

The statements are chiefly valuable in the cases 
of men who have been in public service and have 
records which indicate their capacity and fitness. 
These are especially valuable as guides in select- 
ing Congressmen during the war crisis when only 
staunch, capable and courageous Americans who 
will stand firmly for a victorious conclusion of 
the war and for measures that will contribute to 
that end should be elected. 

In the United States senatorial contest the 
choice is chiefly between men, all of whom are 


new to the office they seek, except Senator Wil- 
fley, who has had a brief term in the Senate as 
Gov. Gardner’s appointee to a vacancy caused by 
Senator Stone’s death. His record there is good. 
In addition to this brief experience Senator Wil- 
fley’s public service is limited to a short term as 
Election Commissioner. Gov. Folk has had a 
long and honorable career in public office as Cir- 
cuit Attorney of this city, Governor of the State, 


| counsel in the State Department and in the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission. As prosecutor of 
St. Louis boodlers and as reform Governor he has 
excellent achievements to his credit. 

On the Republican side Judge Spencer is widely 
known through his activity in Republican politics, 
his excellent service as Circuit Judge and his war 
work. Col. Torrey has had a varied and active 
career as lawyer, legislator, rough-rider in the 
Spanish war, fruit and stock raiser. The loyalty 
of none of the candidates can be questioned. 

In the fist of candidates for the House of Rep- 
resentatives several have weak spots in war re- 
cords. Eminent in lack of sturdy Americanism 
which stands for defense of American honor and 
rights and for the vigorous prosecution of the 
war against brutal despotism, are Milton A. Rom- 
jue, Democrat, of the First District, and Dorsey 
W. Shackleford, Democrat, of the Eighth District. 
Both should be defeated on their records as given 
in our summary. The records of others should be 
carefully studied from the standpoint of fairness 
and sound judgment in support of war measures. 
Later the Post-Dispatch will print the records 
of candidates in the local primaries. 

Judicious voting in the primaries is essential to 
good results in the elections. Loyalty to party, 
as well as to country, State and city, requires the 
nomination of the best available candidates. Na- 
tional honor and destiny depend upon the capa- 
city and courage of the men elected to Congress. 
Good Government and efficient cooperation in war 
work depend upon the election of capable and 
courageous men to State and city offices. We 
cannot afford to have a weak spot in the official 
chain.

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FIRE FIGHTERS’ SPLENDID WORK. 

Obviously no fire within a long period in St. 
Louis has had the destructive possibilities of 
that at the Mallinckrodt chemical plant. It be- 
gan with the explosion of a can of ether that had 
been ignited by an electric soldering iron and 
spread through a room in which thousands of 
gallons of this most inflammable liquid was be 
ing prepared for delivery to the army in France. 
That no loss of life took place and that the finan- 
cial damage was confined to an unexpectedly 
small amount was due to the efforts of the St. 
Louis Fire Department. 

Not only were large vats filled with alcohol 
saved, but much of the endangered ether. The 
swiftly spreading flames were admirably han- 
died by the fire fighters. This indication of the 
high skill and efficiency of one of the most im- 
portant city departments is particularly gratify- 
ing to St. Louisans.

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AREANSAS’ FLOUR SAVING. 

The Arkansas Food Administration has just 
made known how the people of that State effect- 
ed a saving of 40,567 barrels of flour, enough, it 
is said, to feed 2,028,350 Europeans for one 
month on the wheat flour ration that was per- 
mitted at that time to residents of the United 
States. The remarkable part of the story is that 
this flour was either in the home bins or was in 
the stores waiting for buyers. 

It came about in this way: Alice Kennedy, 
Food Administrator for Sebastian County, was 
impressed by the home and store stock of flour 
at the time that the need of conservation of 
wheat became known. She issued a request that 
each householder and storekeeper turn back all 
flour over that needed for 30 days’ operations 
under the new rule. The retail stores took the 
flour from the householder and the wholesalers 
from the retailers. 

The result to this appeal] was astonishing, and 
she reported her success to Hamp Williams, the 
Arkansas aid to Food Administrator Hoover. He 
was impressed, and a Statewide appeal was made 
to county administrators. They in turn asked 
their people not to be outdone by any other coun- 
ty, and what seemed to be an endless chain of re- 
turning wheat flour was begun. But there was 
an end, finally. When it appeared that the 
people were through, the return flour was sent 
to New Orleans and turned over to the Grain 
Corporation in that city, and long since has 
reached France. A check for $442,914 was sent 
to the Arkansas Food Administration and this in 
turn was distributed to those who had sacrificed 
their private stocks that the allies might be fed. 

Administrator Williams explains that this rec- 
ord does not reveal an unusual storage of flour 
in Arkansas, as most Arkansans buy flour in 
barrels and. in the past have used much larger 


quantities than they do now. Especially, he 


says, farmers in the past have provided, when 
buying flour, an annual stock. Mr. Hoover and 
others interested in the world’s food supply’ have 
warmly congratulated Arkansas on this achieve 


ment.

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SERBIA, THE MARTYR. 
Four years ago today the Austrians declared 


their unjust, predatory war on Serbia. 

Of the 11 demands made in the ultimatum of 
July 23, embodying the must humiliating pro- 
posals ever submitted to an independent nation 
in modern times, the Serbians had accepted 
nine absolutely and two conditionally. Four 
years ago tomorrow Gen. Frank began the bom- 
bardment of Belgrade, Serbian capital. The 
little country, finding the alternative unavoida- 
ble, prepared to defend itself with the same de- 
termination with which it had tried to escape 
war. 

Liege, Brussels, the Mons retreat, the first 
Battle of the Marne are emphasized in present 
reviews of this period of the fighting, but dur- 
ing the months occupied by these and other 
events the Serbians were offering to historical 
records the most brilliant series of successes 
yet placed to the credit of a allied nation. 
Striking near Jadar at two strong ding col- 
umns of the enemy before they could unk this 
heroic people crushed them Aug. 16-23, 
and drove them back over the boundary, maki 
great captures. Belgrade fell on Dec. 2, after a 
four-months’ siege. Austrian soldiers almost 
equaling the entire Serbian population poured 
in from the northwest and penetrated deeply in- 
to the country. Near Valievo and Ushitza they 
were routed with immense losses. Belgrade was 


recovered. By Dec. 14 not a single armed Aus- 
trian: remained. An invasion of Austria was 
even begun. 


The woes that have made Austria- Hungary 
ineffective began with these defeats. The Ser- 
bians accounted for between 100,000 and 200,000 
of their forces. Considering the odds encoun- 
tered, the completeness of the triumph and the 
fighting spirit shown there is nothing in En- 
tente annals that stands out with the brilliancy 
of these victories, barring the Marne victory. 
Overwhelming reverses came months later, but 
they are still battling. Thought should be taken 
today on the impossibflities they have achieved 
through devotion to the common cause. They 
are worthy brothers in arms. They fight with 
the same high courage and dedication to ideals 
and fearsome results to the enemy of the Ameri- 
cans themselves. 

The whole Entente world pays homage to Ser- 
bia’s martyrdom on this date. We are pledged 
to its restoration and independence. 
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Here comes Wilhelm going back. 
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CROAEKS OR CHEERS? 
Most of the so-called constructive criticism in- 
dulged in by our eminent statesmen who are not 
in office is as gloomy as the remonstrances of 
the military experts. We are not doing anything 
fast enough or well enough to suit them. They 
profess patriotic devotion to the cause, but the 
impression that they leave is that everything is 
going wrong and that failure rather than achieve- 
ment makes up the better part of our record to 
date, even on the Marne, we suppose. 
This agrees even more strikingly with the ut- 
terances of German Government and people. They 
have said that we would not and could not land 
an army in Europe. They have denied or belit- 
tled whatever we have done. They are feeling the 
steel of three hundred thousand Americans on 
the battle lines today, but officially they do not 
recognize their presence. They only run. 
We read of the splendid enthusiasm of our 
troops in action. They do not have to be told 
by the mflitary experts that they have not yet 
reached the Rhine. We know that we have 1,- 
200,000 men fully equipped overseas or on the wa- 
ter. They may smile grimly at the fantastic fol- 
ly of an enemy that pretends to ignore them, but 
what should they hear from- home—croaks or 
cheers? 

No matter what the experts may say or the 
fault that the politicians may find or the sneers 
and silences that the enemy may indulge in, 
every American should shout with the boys in 
khaki, glorying in their glory and sorrowing only 
for their sorrows. If any of us must indulge 
in doubt and detraction, it ought not to be of the 
kind that is made in Germany. 
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EXPLAINING FERGUSON. 

The campaign that ended Saturday for the 
nomination of a Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor in Texas appears to have explained many 
things that were regarded as mysterious during 
the impeachment of Gov. Ferguson. The one 
big point in the impeachment trial, and after, 
was the $156,000 that Ferguson suddenly pro- 
duced to pay off the note held against him. Fer- 
guson never has explained where he got the 
money and early in the campaign the anti-Fer- 
guson group made their battle cry, ‘‘Where did 
you get it, Jim? ” 

Recently there has appeared an explanation. 
This begins with Prof. L. M. Keasbey,a native of 
Germany and educated in that country, who was 
for several years professor of constitutional his- 
tory in the University of Texas. Keasbey is said 
to have discovered Ferguson and his ambition 
to become Governor and to have written the 
chief planks in his platform. He is quoted as 
having told his assistant at the university that 
he was to be made head of the university if Fer- 
guson won. If there is any doubt as to Keasbey’s 
inclinations, it might be added that since leaving 
the university he has been editor of George Syl- 
vester Vieriek’s International Monthly, formerly 
an open German propaganda paper under the 
name of the Fatherland. 

Ferguson’s conduct as Governor agrees well 
with the Keasbey story. He tried faithfully to) 
oust President Vinson and other loyal men from | | 
the university, and he made speeches against the | 
draft method of raising an army. He was balked | 
in these things by patriotic Texans and, despite | 
his efforts, the University of Texas has been | 
busily training soldiers for expert tasks.

High Cost of Water. 
From the Louisville Courter-Journal 


HERE is talk in Chicago of raising the 
five-cent street railway fare. The 
ground is, of course, that increased costs 
of operation demand increased revenue. 
“Unless the water is squeezed out of the 
agreed present capital of the merged coth- 
panies on the grossly inflated valuation al- 
lowed by the Traction and Subway Com- 
mission, five cent fares are doomed,” says 
the Chicago Journal gloomily. “The only 
thing that will prevent an increase tn fares 
is bedrock capitalization of the properties. 
* ©* * The only preventive of increased 


fares is honest capitalization. * 
There is $50,000,000 water in surface road 
capital and $10,000,000 water tn elevated 
road capital. Six per cent on $60,000,- 


would have to pay $3,600,000 every year 
for interest on nothing, in addition to le- 
gitimate interest charges on real capital, as 
well as operating expenses.” : 


In times of piping peace, when 6 per 
cent is earned upon millions of inflated cap 
ital, nobody is especially interested in 
matter. Americans hear that fares are 
lower in some other countries, but a nickel 
is accepted fn this country as the natural 
fare. The nickel is a convenient coim is 
general use.

ago was that three cent pleces were 

in general use and that making ch 
would be annoying to both patrons end 
street railway companies. 

Operating costs have risen, of coursé, 
since America went into war. They will 
rise further, no doubt. Where there is an 
inflated capitalization the operators of city 
railways will cry out for a living revenue, 
not mentioning the difference between the 
actual and fictitious capital. Many such 
| corporations have been for years profiteer- 
ing upon a moderate capital camouflaged 
as a far greater investment. When fares 
are put up, to continue dividends upen 
fictitious capital the hard pushed patrons 
will be compelled to pay a great deal for 
the water that is in the dividend-paying 
stock. They will be victims of a national 
habit of negligence with regard to the 
capitalization of public utilities. As laxity 
has been permitted and obliquity has fat- 
tened upon the results, what is more nat- 
ural than that the public should be asked 
to pay six or seven or even 10 cents car 
fare that conditions comfortable to the 
management and the stockholders may 
continue despite the war?

As soon as the blue caps of 
the French appeared over the hori- 
zon, the yellow pointed helmets of 
the Germans disappeared, rapidly. 
German occupation meant the same 
thing it did everywhere else—exac- 
tions, brutalities, rape.

‘WASHINGTON, July 27.—Har- 
rassed on the flanks by allied infant- 
ry and with advanced positions di- 
rectly north of the Marne swept by 
allied artillery, the German army ir 
the Soissons-Rheims salient has re 
treated to a new line of resistance 
where another attempt will be made 
to meet the attack of the French, 
American, British and Italian troops. 
Thus was the German withdrawa! 
reported in advices from Paris. 
viewed by military officials here to- 


night. 
The retirement of the enemy did 


not alter the belief in official ¢ir- 
cles that he still contemplates fight- 


ing it out in the region north of the 
Marne. Military wisdom, it was 
‘pointed out, dictated complete with- 
drawal from the salient between 
Soissons and Rheims. The internal 
situation in Germany and Austria, 
it was suggested, may have forced 
the German general staff to make 
only a partial retirement, and to ac- 
cept again the challenge of battle. 

Secretary Baker said today that 
there was no indication that the 
vigor of the allied attack around the | 
salient had lessened. On the con- 
trary, he said, there was every sign 
that the enemy was being pressed 
and harrassed by increasing forces, 
without respite. 

Gen. March, in his talk with the 
newspaper correspondents, drew at- 
tention to the inner pocket of the 
sallant, where the recent British ad- 
vance southwest of Rheims threat- 
ens a new pincer movement. En- 
emy troops south of this advance, 
between the British and the Marne, 
are in jeopardy, and the French, to- 
day’s official report shows, have al- 
ready made progress in hammering 
at the southern flank of this Inner 
pecket by thelr advance just below 
Chatillin. 

No additional American forces 
have been thrown into the Aisne- 
Marne battle as yet, Gen. March 
said, although he announced the 
formation of two additional Amert- 
can army corps, the Fourth and 
Vifth. The Chief of Staff explained, 
however, that the’ assignment of 
the 30 divisions which compose the 
five corps now organized to their 
respective higher units, did not mean 
that the corps had been actually 
drawn together for operations. 
Many of the divisions are still with 
French or British forces for final 
training.

Berlin Reports Attacks Launched 
by French on Both Sides of 
Perthes Have Been Repulsed. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, July 27.— 
Fighting activity was much revived 
last night on the battle front in 
Flanders and especially on both 
sides of the River Scarpe, the Ger- 
man War Office announced today. 
In the Soissons-Rheims sector, the 
Statement added, there was a 
marked decrease in the violence of 
the battle. ; 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Army group of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht: In the evening fighting 
activity was greatly revived. It in- 
creased during the night, especially 
on both sides of the River Scarpe, 
in connection with the unsuccessful 
attacks of British infantry. 

“Army group of the German 
Crown Prince: On the battle front 
between Soissons and Rheims there 
was a further marked decrease yes- 
terday in the fighting activity. 

“In the Champagne partial at- 
tacks launched by the French on 
both sides of Perthes (four miles 
east of Souain) were repulsed. 

“There have been successful re- 
connoitering thrusts in the Vosges | 
and in the Sundgau.”’ 

“This also has been a quiet day 
on the battle front,” says the offi- 
cial communication from general 
headquarters this evening.

recruiting treaties with the United 


‘next Tuesday. From July 31 to Sept. 
28, both inclusive, British subjects 
in the United States, including 
declarants who are of present Unit- 
ed States draft age, have their last 
chance of enlisting, if they wish, in 
the British and Canadian armics. 
After Sept. 28 they become liable to 
compulsory service, under the draft 
law, in the United States army. 
British subjects, including declar- 
ants: 20 years or more and between 
31 and 44, both inclusive, are als» 
withing the recruiting conventions. 
For these men President Wilson will 
appoint a day on which they will 
have to register. For 30 days aftor 
that day they will have their last 
chance of voluntarily enlisting in the 
British and Canadian armies. On 
the 31st day after registration, 
if they have not so enlisted they be- 
come liable to compulsory servic# 
under the American draft laws.

markably impress us with the discre- 
tion and worth of our nice, new 
friends. We guarantee to feed the 
whole population through this medi- 
um, including “trustworthy Russian 
troops,’ whose reappearance incites 
our joy, and we are also to supply 
the population with manufactured 
goods and keep our friends of the 
Soviet in funds. 

From the Murman viewpoint it is 
all most enticing, but I am now just 
thinking of what orders may have 
been given to the 47 divisions of the 
Central Power troops in Russia, and 
whether we have made safe the 
Finns and Swedes. Incidentally, I 
also wonder whether, when our loss- 
es at sea during the last six months 
exceed our new construction by 549,- 
069 tons, this is quite the best of all 
moments to launch out in a new 
commitment tn the Arctic Sea. It 
may, of course, be said that the al- 
lied contingent is very small, but the 
idea of initiating attacks and adven- 
tures on the plea that if we fail we 
shall not lose many men has been re- 
sponsible for more disasters in the 
East in this war than almost any 
other. Wherever we send our sol- 
diers there we stake our honor and 
involve our prestige. Our experiences 
are not so pleasant that we should 
hasten to repeat them even at the 
expense of a Soviet mob.

During that period on Sunday and at 
nights after 7 o'clock East St. Louis 
has been the Mecca of careless auto- 
mobile owners who failed to have 
their gasoline tanks filled before 
closing hours in St. Louis. 

Beginnine today, every automobile 
concern in East St. Louis will be 


closed tight all day and 
every evening at 7 o'clock and on 
Sundays. This is in deference to the 
request made by the War Industries 
Board. 

The decision to close was reached 
at the meeting of the newly organ- 
ized East St. Louis Automobile Trade 
Association held Tuesday night, July 
°3. The meeting, which was well at- 
tended, went unanimously on record 
to close Sundays and holi**vs begin- 
ning Sunday, July 28, and to close 
every evening at 7 o'clock, The as- 
sociation started with an enrollment 
of 34 members and a publicity com- 
mittee was appointed to make known 
to the citizens of East St. Louis the 
closing decision. This committee con- 
sists of G. H. Beyerle, H. C. Mollmann, 
DOr. Homer Little, Arnold Ernst and 
Thomas Jennings. 

This committee with the president, 
Paul V. Tissier, spent the remainder 
of the week distributing large cards 
announcing the closing of all mem- 
bers of the association to the trade in 
general. The Standard Oi] Co., the 
Pierce Oil Corporation and the Texas 
Co. joined readily and heartily in the 
plan for closing and instructions were 
given to their stations and dealers in 
Fast St. Louis to close up. 

The general closing movement 
which was initiated by instructions 
of the War Industries Board is now 
nation-wide in scope. Every large 
city in the United States is closed and 
most of the smaller cities. Owing to 
the difficulty of organizing so big a 
movement in a hurry, some of the 
smaller towns throughout the coun- 
try have not yet closed, but through 
the efforts of the National Automo- 
bile Dealers’ Association, the National 
Council of Defense and the War In- 
dustries Board, the closing is to be 
made absolutely 100 per cent over the 
whole United States. 

Automobile owners have joined in 
the movement with a readiness which 


Was unexpected. Being unable to se- | 
cure gasoline after 7 o'clock and on) 


Sunday is a real hardship to them, 
when it is considered that they have 
heretofore been able to get gasoline 
and minor repairs at any hour of the 
day or night or on Sundays or ho!'- 
days. They appear to realize that the 
movement is one that is intended to 
help “lick the Kaiser,” that it is a 
war time necessity for the purpose of 
releasing mechanics for war work, 
and there is absolutely no complaint. 
As a matter of fact the complaint 
from automobile owners has _ been 
much less than from a few of the 
Gealers, and among owners there is 
now talk of considering a dealer who 
refuses to close his establishment in 
deference to the wishes of the War 
Industries Board as a slacker and 
possibly a pro-German.

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FARMER FINDS TRUCK 
PAYING INVESTMENT 


When President Wilson issued his 
call for greater efficiency on Amer- 
ican farms, certain localities distin- 
guished themselves by responding in 
a quick and scientific manner. Otto 
N. Gall, who lives on a farm just 
outside of Columbus, O., has attained 
leadership in that vicinity. Gall’s 
success in “speeding up” his farm 
work by motor power is a veritable 
industrial romance. His story would 


make the farmers of a generation ago 
dumb with wonder. 

In approaching the problem of mak- 
ing the farm work efficient in the 
highest modern sense, Gall reached 
the conclusion that a great deal of 
golden time was wasted, absolutely 
lost, by the old-fashioned methods of 
getting produce to market. One man 
and a motor truck, Gall reasoned, 
ought to do the work of two or three 
drivers and teams. 

He investigated the truck situation, 
invested in a one-ton Republic truck 
and since then has taken all his pro- 
duce—lettuce, rhubarb, beets, corn, 
in fact, all manner of produce to 
market in three tripe a week to the 
city. He loads his truck to capacity 
late in the afternoon, gets up two 
hours later in the morning than he 
used to in the “good old days” of 
horse-drawn market wagon, g0es 
down to the garage, and in a mo- 
ment is off to the city. 

“IT used to have to feed and water 
the horses, curry them, then wash 
and change my clothes before going 
to the city,” says Mr. Gall, in an en- 
thusiastic letter to Republic officials, 
“but no more horses for mine. I don’t 
keep any account of costs, but I know

RUNNING TRUCK FLEET 
FACTORY TO FACTORY 


A rigorous test of automobile truck 
efficiency in long hauls is being made 
by the United States Tire Co. which is

porting from its Detroit factory to its 
Indianapolis plant large quantities of 
machinery, removal of which to In- 
dianapolis has been made necessary 
by factory economies. 

The two factories are 310 miles 
apart and the fleet of three trucks 
has already made several trips in 
each direction. All of the trucks are 
equipped with large pneumatic tires 
and the records which have been kept

GREAT MILITARY HIGHWAY 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 27.—Be- 
gun five years ago as the connecting 
link between California’s two world 
expositions in 1915, a coast line State 
highway between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco will be completed this 
fall and will constitute 500 miles of 
the finest military highway in the 
world. 

Announcement was made today by 
Chairman N. P. Darlington of the 
State Highway Commission that the 
last 24 miles of the long stretch will 
be finished within a few months, re- 
gardless of labor shortage. 

California’s great trunk highway 
system, when first projected, was 
generally accepted as a lure for auto- 
mobile tourists. Its completion, how- 
ever, has brought a realization that 
the State was building better than 
the people knew. The smooth asphalt 
road for automobiles now may be 
used asa military highway. 

Since the war has brought out that 
the mobilization of coast defenses is 
necessary, the imvortance of the Cali- 
fornia State highway has become 
enormous. It will permit of the quick 
movement of munitions, commissa- 
ries, troops, cannon and all that goes 
to make powerful coast defense. If 
the occasion should arise for hasty 
mobilization to any point on the Pa- 
cific Coast, the newly-completed trav- 


el artery would provide a means 
practically independent of the rail- 
roads. 


There would also be available for 
military use the «normous number of 
automobiles in the State, many of 
which now are used in passenger and 
freight transportation up and down 
the coast. It has been estimated that 
there are automobiles enough in Los 
Angeles County to move almost the 
entire population in one load.

HEN a man announces that he is 
going to be married, he is like the 
man with a bad cold—he automat- 
ically becomes a target for a wealth 
of advice, most of it unsolicited. 
But after he has listened to it all, 
he is apt to be left in a state of 

great confusion. On the one hand, a friend who 

happened to choose a virago for a life partner will 
look at him pityingly and say that if he had his life 
to live over again he'd be a bachelor. On the other, 

a happily married acquaintance will enthusiastically 

declare that marriage is the greatest thing in the 

world, 

Rarely, if ever, have the questions of courtship and 
marriage been made the subjects of official delibera- 
tions, with a view of seriously boiling down the wis- 
dom of the dges and passing it out for the benefit of 
prospective brides and bridegrooms. But now it has 
been done by no less an authority than the Minnesota 
State Board of Health and is all contained within the 
covers of a pamphlet recently issued by the board en- 
tiled, “Marriage and Engagement.” An explanatory 
note says the subject matter is issued on the respon- 
sibility of a committee “representing many points of 
view on many questions,’ and that it is the sense 
of this committee that “marriage is a sacred union, 
touching the mysterious processes of life more inti- 
mately than any other human relationship; that it 
has the most far-reaching consequences for misery or 
happiness; that a marriage is a true marriage only 
as the husband and wife, both in the initial vows and 


to bring the highest possible sanction to their union.” 


Among other things, the authors of the booklet 
would shorten or eliminate altogether the wedding 


trip. The science of eugenics, in a modified form, 
finds favor with them, 


But the authors probably opened a field for con- 
siderable argument when they placed the minimum in- 
come necessary for a married couple as low as $50 or 
$60 a month. 

“In all justice, the one to the other, men and women 
should not marry without some consideration of ex- 
penses,” says the booklet. 

“In Minnesota married life is possible by careful 
economy on the part of both husband and wife, if the 
husband is earning $50 or $60 a month, and he has 
saved up $200 or $300. This would mean a very simple 
standard of living. He could not afford to pay more 
than $10 or $12 a month rent, or a sum about equal 
to that in any case where the purchase of a cottage 
and lot on the installment plan seemed plainly more 
advantageous. , 

“Whatever the income, the scale of expense should 
be adjusted, if possible, so as to leave a margin of sav- 
ings against illness, unemployment or other 
charges. 

“While it is a mistake to marry unless there is a fair 
hope that the bills can be met, it is also a mistake to 
postpone marriage on the theory that a man should 
not ask a young woman to marry him unless and 
until he ean afford to give her all she has been used 
to in her own home—supposing it to have been a 
very prosperous home. A young man often fails to 
realize that a good and sensible girl is willing to 
make some sacrifices for the sake of a nusband and 
a home, and to begin where her parents began instead 
of where they are leaving off. Undoubtedly it would 
be a mistake, usually calamitous, for 
two young people to marry if either de- 
mands all the luxuries that indulgent 
parents have permitted. The crazy race

tegrity, industry, clean character, courage and kind- 
ness beneath a rough-or clumsy exterior. The fault of 
not knowing every point of parlor etiquette is a fault 
that a wife may safely hope to remedy after marriage. 


“There is one other difference that should be men- 
tioned here. Few men would deliberately marry an 
abandoned woman, or a woman addicted to liquor or 
drugs. Yet good women will sometimes marry such 
men, usually in the hope of saving them, often with 
the devotion with which a mother will sacrifice her- 
self for her child. Young women are earnestly advised 
that this is almost universally a mistaken heroism, 
that it practically never turns out well, that it turns 
out pathetically or tragically with almost fatal cer- 
tainty. They should heed the danger, and if they 
must Marry such a man they should demand, before 
marriage, a period of testing and probation, and should 
absolutely refuse to marry him unless he meets the 
test. 

“In normal, legitimate, happy marriages, the hus- 
band and wife desire to have children. Now, children 
take after their parents, and therefore a man and a 
woman should not marry if either of them has any 
serious disease or defect likely to be handed down from 
parent to child. 


“All things being equal, men and women owe it to 
each other and to humanity to improve the human 
stock by good breeding—by selecting good stock from 
which to breed. For the age when people shoul. mar- 
ry it is unwise to lay down a rule, other than to say, 
all thing being equal, neither man nor woman should 
be married under 20; and beyond that age, and again, 
all things being equal, the younger the better. 


“All things being equal, the period of engagement 
should not be long—say four or five months at the 
outside. The period of engagement is exciting and 
happy, but not altogether normal. Moreover, for both 
the young man and the young woman, it is a time of 
late hours, drawing a man’s strength and attention 
from daily work and impairing his efficiency when 
he should, for the welfare of all concerned, be doing 
his utmost to make good. It is a time, too, when 
both the young man and young woman are tempted to 
extravagant and wasteful expenditure for dress, enter- 
tainments and gifts.

In addition 
to the charm of the subject, this tale of fact is very 
prettily told. 


HIS is the story of Verdun Belle, a trench 
dog that adopted a young leatherneck;

him out. It is a true story:

PITEOUS wail recently arose that the lissom

dodo. It was complained that the young 
women of today are losing their slen- 
der contours, chiefly because of engag- 
ing in war work.

“This model,” he said, indicating one 
of the artificial figures, ‘‘is a composite. 
All our models are. This one represents 
traits of perhaps 20 different women.

The popu- 
lar acceptation of the measure is, however, difficult 
to forecast.
